DUBLIN, Jan. 7.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.]—Dublin castle today an- 
nounced its intention to destroy houses 
in the vicinity of scenes of outrages 
which are definitely known to be occu- 
pied by militant Sinn Feiners. This 
action is to be taken as a deterrent to 
further outrages and as an example, to 
other districts. . 

It was also announced by the castle 
that, owing to the persistent inter- 
ference with mail cars in Tipperary, 
Sligo, and Donegal, the mail services 
inj those districts will be suspended, 
effective Monday. , 

According to the castle statement, 
some mail routes have been raided as 
many as fifteen times. . Throughout 
the country last week there were thir- 
ty-five raids on mails, an increase of 
fifteen over the previous week. Out- 
rages during last week numbered 
seventy-three, compared with forty- 
three the preceding week. , 

Arrests on Increase. 

'The weekly summary issued by Dub- 
lin castle shows that arrests for the 
week for outrages and political offenses 
Were 208, an increase of 142 over the 
previous week, whilé 189 internment 
orders were issued. 

No further information as to the 
whereabouts of Eamonn De Valera or 
any news concerning the peace activi- 
ties was had today. The extensive raid- 
ing and searching of pedestrians con- 
tinues in every part:of Dublin.

| New York, Jan. 17.—{Special.)-— 
Eamonn De Valera, “ president of the 
Irish republic,”” used two boats and a 
seaplane to elude the British patrois 
awaiting him on his secret trip to Ire- 
land, according to a story told here to- 
night. 

This report said De Valera landed on 
Dec. 29 on Mutton island, five miles 
off the coast of Clare, in western Ire- 
land. There he was greeted by his 
friends. 

The Irish president had a narrow es- 
cape from capture when the yacht on 
which he made his trans-Atlantic voy- 
age was halted by a British patrol 
boat. The commanding officer of his 
yacht, however, was able to satisfy 
the British officer that his craft was 
out on a pleasure trip, and as a result 
it was not searched. 

The exact manner of De Valera’s de- 
parture from American shores is still 
a mystery. However, the man to whom 
'“the Irish president” communicated

Repeated 
attempts by the owners to obtain the 
permission of the French government 
to take possession of their property 
have been blocked under the war law 
passed in 1917, prohibiting importa- 
tions of alcoholic liquors. 4

Thomas Feller, formerly secretary 
to Austin Corbin ofthe Long Island 
railroad, bought up 32,000 barrels of 
whisky from.

Britain’s Cruisers Lead. 
The British navy, pioneer in the de- 
velopment of the battle cruiser type, 


line battle cruisers and four others 
classed as “second line.” 

The United States has none com- 
pleted and six under construction, Ja- 
pan four in service and eight project- 
ed. France and Italy have no battle 
cruisers built or building. 

In light ‘cruiser strength Grea 
Britain leads all other nations by a 
large margin, with forty-four light 
cruisers in the first line, twenty-four 
in the second line, and five under con- 
struction. | 

Japan has six such vessels in service 
and nine under construction, while the 
United States has three ships built 
as scout cruisers designated at “ light 
cruisers of the second line” and ten 
light cruisers of the Omaha class under 
construction. 

Great Plans; No Results. 

Despite the United States’ “great 
wartime destroyer building program,” 
Great Britain still maintains a pre- 
ponderance in both first and second 
line vessels of this type. \ 

In the first line classification the 
British navy has 334 destroyers built 
and 11 building; the United States, 260 
in service and twelve authorized, but 
not under construction; Japan, twenty- 


France, ten completed and one build- 
ing, and Italy, ten4n service and eleven 
authorized. 

Although the United States is Great 
Britain’s only serious competitor in 
the matter of submarine strength, 
there is no evidence in tables of any- 
thing approaching equality in this 
branch of naval strength. England 
has seventy-one first line submarines 
in service, sixty-six in the second line, 
eighteen first line fleet submersibles 
and seven second line, one cruiser sub- 
marine and two monitor type eubmersi.- 
bles, mounting a twelve inch gun, and 
another building. 


U. 8. Behind Undersea. 


Against this great undersea fleet 
of 165 vessels the United States could 
show a total of ninety-eight submarines

Lenzey, a grocer and contractor at 
the same address, and the railway news 
Lenzey, wounded in the death 
grapple, is being held at Stanton ave- 
nue police station. 

“I had a premonition,” Mrs. Hunter 
told the police. “I telephoned and 
learned Burt’s train would arrive at 
10:40 o'clock. I sat at the window, 
waiting anxiously for him to come. 
My daughter was with me. She be- 
gan to cry because of my nervous- 
ness. 


Widow's Story of Battle. 


“Mr. Lenzey was repairing a fence 
across the street. Several carpenters 
I finally saw 
Burt get off a street car, and wanted 
to shout to him. But at that instant 
one of the carpenters motioned to him. 
When Burt approached the carpenter 
struck him on the head with a club, 
and when Burt grappled with him, Mr. 
Lenzey fired two shots.” 
Mrs. Hunter said the trouble start- 
ed several weeks ago when Lenzey 
struck a boy, George Poyplis, who had 
been living at the Hunter home. She 
said she had cared for the little fel- 
low since he was 7 months old, as his 
mother had to work and could not pro- 
vide for him properly. 
“T had Mr. Lenzey arrested and he 
gave us thirtyedays’ notice to move,” 
she said. “We could not find another 
place. Mr. Lenzey told us we had 
to move, but we could not, and that 
peeved him. That’s why he killed 
Burt.” 

Lenzey's Version. 
Here is Lenzey’s story: 
‘I was supervising the erection of 
a fence when Hunter alighted from 
the street car. He walked over to 
me, and when my back was turned 
struck me with a pickax handle. I 
was stunned, but managed to reach 
for my revolver. He struck me again 
and knocked the gun from my hand. 
He grabbed the revolver and fired at 
me. The shot went wild. In the 
struggle I managed to get the gun and 
fired, Then I gave myself up to the 
police.” 
The contractor’s story was corrobo- 
rated by the two carpenters, Olaf Olan- 
der, 11313 Stewart avenue, and Jacob 
Rubenstein, 1304 South Spaulding ave- 
nue. 
An inquest will be held today.

To Elect Six Trustees. 


The most important part of the re 
port is the bill to create a transporta- 
tion district. The voters are to decide 
whether they desire such a district cre- 
ated and will also select by election eix 
trustees to manage the affairs of the 
district. These are to be elected on 
substantially the aldermanic nonpar- 
tisan plan, and their salaries are not to 
exceed those of Circuit court judges. 

These trustees will have the power to 
issue bonds to 5 per cent of the as 
sessed valuation, which at present 
means $80,000,000, to acquire lines. 
They also will have the power to levy 
taxes to pay any expense which the 
income from the properties at a 6 cent 
fare will not pay, and generally man- 
age the property. The trustees are 
free to build or buy as they see fit. 


Calls Mayor’s Ideas Feasible. 


The commission's report, which cest 
$180,000 and a year’s time, supports 
the bill. 

It says that the mayor’s plan is 
“feasible, practical, desirable, and ab- 
solutely necessary to protect the wel- 
fare of the people.” The mayor him-. 
self adds emphasis to this in a fore- 
word of the report, saying the data col- 
lected hy the engineers sustains his 


transportation at a permanent 5 cent 
fare through the creation of a trans- 
portation district to be administered by 
trustees elected by the people.” 

George W. Jackson further writes 
that “the people can own and operate 
successfully street cars in Chicago et a 
permanent "§ cent fare.” He says this 
plan can be “ put into execution with- 
out adding any permanent burdens to « 
the taxpayers of Chicago.” He goes on 
to say “the people will have better 
transportation than heretofore 
joyed,” the “surface line vapacity in 
the loop will be doubled at once,” and 
the plan has “a potential capacity for 
the needs of 10,000,000 persons. 


Proposed Routes Not Revealed. 

The physical constructions, routes, 
and other details by which these re- 
sults can be obtained were not given 
the council. Chairman Ettelson gaid 
they will not be given out until later. 

It is pointed out that the people 
have repeatediy voted for public own- 
ership, but cannot get it because of 
the lack of financial power, although 
the legal power now exists. Therefore,
